CORRECTING CATARRH

Recovery 
depends upon making the necessary dietary changes so that the 
patient is using #iere of the non-starchy vegotables and lees of 


the starchy foods. This results in a _ better balance in the dist 
in a decrease in the discharge of mucus. In fact, the pationt 
is willing to experiment will find the flow of mucus mark 
increased simply by eating quantities of bread, dcougnnuts, cake 
cookles, pie, macaroni, spaghetti, puddings, and other foods whici 
are highly starchy, Likewise, he will find that the amount of mu-v 
thrown out will be much less if he avoids these foods and make 
the bulk of his meals as salads, cooked vegetables and a mod 
amount of meat.
